TME DEATH OF GEN. TOOMAS,

Gen. Robert Toombs, the greatest man

ol his time in (Georgia, and one of the first
asmong the Southern leaders immediately
bafore and during the civil war, is dead.
He passed away peaceinlly at his home in
Washingion, Ga., yesterday, in his 75th
year, His carser was one of the most ex-
traordinary on record, and was singularly
successful from the ouniset, The fales
were aill for him,. besides which be
was remerkably gifled as a lawyer and
public spraker. He fearleesly encountersd
some of the ablest ol tl‘ public men of
Georgin in and out of the Legisiature
between 1834 and 1845, when he
was sent to Congress, whera he
gorved for [four soccessive terms
and took = distinguished place from the
outset. But the most brilliant years of his
lite were those gpent in the United States
Benate, which he entered in 1853, Here
Le took a commanding position ss a State's
right Whig of firm aod resolute will, an
eager, ready and srdent defender of
the South and of slavery, thougb
uot, a8 is generally believed at the North,
an extremist or fire-eater. Trattfal, bon-
est and honorable, he dealt fairly by his og-
poneuis a5 he did by his constituents, and
never permitted them, for want of plain;
prompt speaking, to misunderstand Lis
views, Participatiog in all the debales
and political evenls leading up to
the Civil War, he was recogoized
by the North well as the Sonth as &
great leader, impetoous and fery by
tarns, but always logical from the stand-
long convictions.

A Vigoreas Protest frem the Pope
Against the Acifon of tke

Frenech Government—Mr. Jealey Inter-
viewed Mexiean Hevelution,

Pams, December 16.—The Pope has pro-
tested to the French government sgains
the action of M. Goblet, Minister ol Pub-
lic Instruction, for stopping the stipend
of thirty-nine prieats for alleged interven-
tion in recent elertions for members of
the Chsmber of Deputies. The Pop
claima that the suspension of rrl'hn-‘m
etip ‘I‘ldﬂ is an Illfnt,!omt-n{ on the pro-
visiops of the Conpordat. Sharp letten
have been exchanged hetween M. Goblet
and the Bishios of Pawmiers, the former
strongly condemning the intervention of
the bislop .Ll.d h s einrgy in the elections,
and stoppiog the stipends of thiriy-nine
priests in consequence of such interven-
tiop. The bishop vindicates the right of
piiests to (alk polities with thelr neigh-
bors, urging that ihey cannot remain
passive spectators of systematic atiecks on
the church. The bishop hes also addressed
a prsforal to the parishes thua deprived of
privsts, in which he explaina what had
happened, denied that priesta had mis-
conducted themselves, and asked for
prayer that he may be soon restored to
the charch.

Georgia Passes Away Peacefully
and Quietly,

Swrrounded by His Family and Friends—
A Normy and Busy Life Bronght
to a Clase..-

Biographical Sketeh of the Great Lawyer
and Statesman—Notable Events in
His Public Career.

Robert Toombs died here this evening st

Gen, Toombs had been unconscious for
eeveral daye, and, sarrounded by his fam-
ily and friends, he quietly and psinlesaly
pased away,
